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CORCORAN REPORT 


November/December 1973 


November commenced with two major "outside events" at the Corcoran. 

The Gallery hosted both the American Association of Museums North¬ 
east Conference and the Women's Committee of the Corcoran Gallery 
hosted the Volunteer Committees of American Museums. The AAM 
held a reception at the Corcoran on Thursday evening November 1, 
and the VCAM held a luncheon on Friday, November 2. Both events 
brought in many museum people from throughout America. All seemed 
very impressed with the appearance of the Gallery and the quality 
of the exhibitions. Comments and letters were received which 
reflected most favorably upon the Corcoran. 

The November exhibitions were given a preview on Wednesday evening 
November 7. The exhibitions included: Three New York Artists, 

Robert Stackhouse, Pat Steir and French New Realist Painters. The 
exhibitions, particularly the Stackhouse, received good press and 
public acclaim. Robert Stackhouse, a Washington sculptor, created 
a large wooden sculpture for the upper atrium bridge, which was well 
publicized in both the Post and Star . The French New Real Painters 
dealing with reality and trompe-1'oeil gave a great deal of fascin¬ 
ation and pleasure to many. 

During November the staff intensified their efforts for the re- 
installation of the permanent collection of American art of the 
18th, 19th and early 20th century. Various meetings took place 
to prepare not only the Gallery but the accomparying texts. The 
decision was made to call the collection "The American Collection" . 

During the month the Board of Trustees met along with meetings by 
the Development Committee, Art School Committee and other groups of 
the Trustees. 

December was a most important month for the Corcoran. On Friday, 
December 14, the members previewed the reinstallationof the 
American Collection. The opening was a great success with nearly 
2,000 people attending the black tie preview. Dinner parties had 
been organized by the Women's Committee of the Corcoran Gallery and 
distinguished museum people from Washington, New York, and elsewhere 
attended the opening. The reinstallation was greatly praised by 
the museum world, the press and the public. The Washington Post 
and Evening Star both contained long articles acclaiming the re- 
installation of the American Collection. The reinstallation had 
been made possible through a matching grant from the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts. Ms. Nancy Hanks and Mr. John Spencer of the 
Endowment, Senator Pell, Mayor Washington, museum directors and others 
were amongst the distinguished group that evening. 

The American Collection is one of the greatest in the country and 
brings great esteem and prestige to the Corcoran. 204 paintings 
out of 781 and 35 sculptures out of 244 were on display to represent 
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a selection of the American Collection, which will increasingly be 
exploited during the Bicentennial. The reinstallation included 
structural changes in the galleries, painting, sanding of floors, 
re-upholstery of benches, new sculpture stands, janitorial and 
maintenance work, restoration of paintings and frames, and use of 
graphics and texts. The totality of these activities helped greatly 
in the presentation of the American Collection. 

The evening was not only a cause of celebration of the American 
Collection but was also a preview of other exhibitions. The Thomas 
Doughty Retrospective was organized by the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Art and showed the landscapes of the 19th century American 
painter. A group of sculpture by Jacob Epstein showed 35 bronzes 
on loan to the Corcoran. Seven Washington figurative painters were 
invited to show their paintings of the figure, an exhibition which 
was bf great local interest. The watercolors of Robin Hill show the 
endangered and extinct species of birds throughout the world. 

Finally photographs of the Corcoran revealing aspects of the Gallery 
over the past 100 years. 

Another momentous moment in the Corcoran's history was the publication 
of the Second Volume of American Paintings in the Corcoran collection. 
The beautiful publication with color plates as well as black and 
white illustrations was the work of Mrs. Ralph Phillips, Curator of 
the Collection, and was a major publication in American art. The 
publication along with the reinstallation brought praise from such 
distinguished scholars and writers as Joshua Taylor, David Scott, 
Alfred Frankenstein, Barbara Novack and others. The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art* after a difficult year,again was held in esteem and respect. 

During November and December various lectures and events took place. 

On the evening of December 15, the National Symphony String Quartet 
performed as part of three concerts to be given using Corcoran 
instruments. Unfortunately the auditorium was not full although 
there was an audience of over 100. The Corcoran needs to give serious 
consideration to future events. Nowadays with so much happening 

within Washington serious competition exists within the world of 
culture. The Gallery is presenting a lively and diverse exhibition 
program along with fuller use of the. permanent collection. The 
events should possibly complement and enhance such activities for the 
audience is no longer available as years ago when Washington was a 
cultural desert. Important events such as symphony quartets may best 
be used as a means of enticing members and support to the Gallery 
rather than just a Corcoran event. Consideration needs to be given 
to the future pattern of events and exhibitions in the Gallery. 

As far as exhibitions are concerned the Director feels that by next 

year the exhibitions should be less and for longer. The amount of 
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exhibitions in the past months has been considerable and there is a 
danger that with so much activity the exhibitions cancel one another 
out. However, such activity in the past months has seemed necessary 
to establish the Corcoran as a lively, active and viable gallery. 

In the consideration of the future program, Gallery emphasis must 
be given to the great wealth of the permanent collection along with 
selected exhibitions which will last for a longer period and be 
more carefully spaced throughout the year. At the same time the 
Corcoran should continue to encourage Washington art. 

Although the year ended well for the Corcoran from the point of view 
of prestige and publicity, the financial report for the first 
quarter revealed the serious financial plight of the Gallery. Although 
the Director was pleased to be able to produce a quarterly report 
for the Executive Committee, the Director and the new Comptroller 
were both concerned over a lack of projected income coming in to the 
Gallery. Membership, contributions and admissions were all well 
below the projections so that income to the Gallery was adversely 
effected. At the same time the financial report showed that expendi¬ 
tures were now being controlled and the indications were that 
expenditures were now in line with the proposed budget. The Director 
and the Comptroller felt that that was a major improvement. Income 
is always difficult, if not impossible, to project for the Gallery 
and the financial report confirmed that every effort will be made 
to increase income in every possible way to the Gallery. The Director 
continues to investigate sources of Federal and other funds, while 
the Development Committee of the Trustees is active considering 
methods of increasing membership and contributions. Towards that 
end the Executive Committee agreed to the recommendation for the 
appointment of a Development Assistant to work closely with the 
Director and the Trustees. At the Executive meeting in December 
many issues were discussed including NEA grants, admissions policy, 
accreditation, the Clark fund, air conditioning, membership mailing, 
finances, future staff needs, the staff manual and other business. 

In the School the financial report indicated that the School continued 
to operate within its income and that despite national trends enroll¬ 
ment was holding steady. The Art School Committee was active in 
discussing with staff and administration faculty benefits and future 
policy and programs. The staff were working hard on plans to strengthen 
and expand the full time program as recommended by NASA. The School 
continues to be lively and exciting, with a growing national reputation. 

Looking towards the coming year the Director feels that much has been 
achieved yet the income to the Gallery must be increased in order 
to face the future with any confidence. The financial situation of 
the Gallery and the needs for air conditioning and physical renovation 
are the most pressing needs facing the Corcoran. In past months the 
policy and programs have brought back prestige to the institution, yet 
without Gallery income increasing, the future is bleak indeed.

REPORT OF THE CURATOR FOR NOV.-DEC. 1973 

During: November and the first two weeks ^of December the entire 
Curatorial staff was actively involved with the final stages of 
the reinstallation of the American Collection, not only in the 
eleven galleries reserved permanently for the painting and 
sculpture, but in complementary exhibitions of watercolors and 
drawings, photographs, old and new, of the Corcoran, sculpture, 
temporary hanging of the atripm, etc. This project, as well as 
the mounting of additional loan exhibitions such as the Doughty 
Retrospective, the Epstein sculpture, the watercolors of R.obin 
Kill taxed the resources of the whole staff, not just the Curatorial 
and Registrarial departments. 

At the same time, throughout the two months, we tried to 
present our plans and hopes for the Gallery's collection and 
programs to visiting scholars, such as AIfred Frankenstein and 
Barbara Novak, for example, and to news correspondents and critics. 

Advance copies of Vol. 2 of the Catalogue of American Faintings 
arrived in time for the Dec. 14 opening, and, after some difficulties 
are overcome, the entire edition is scheduled to arrive by sea 
transportation by the end of January.

CONCERTS 


The Corcoran Gallery of Art has arranged concerts to be played 
by the National Symphony String Quartet once in December, once 
in February and once in May. The concerts are essentially for 
the members of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, 2500 in number, 
nine of which responded and attended the concert of December 15 
which was published in the calendar. However, 100 persons did 
attend the December concert. 

With Trudy McGee, the Quartet's manager, the Gallery was able 
to convey to the general public, information about the concerts. 
Notices appeared in the papers announcing the dates and giving 
ticket information. 

On the recommendation of the staff, the Executive Committee agreed 
that the Amati concerts to be given by the Tokyo Quartet should 
not be "public" events, which would compete with and possibly be 
confused with the National Symphony concerts.

An evening to honor the National Endowment for the Arts and Miss 
Nancy Hanks; members of the Congress; and other potential sources 
of federal funds. 

An evening for members of the Washington Art Group, the recommended 
businessmen's group. The event could include wives and friends. 


Any one of these suggestions requires time and energy, to ensure 
the success of the evening and an audience. The Womens Committee 
could be approached to help coordinate such events. 


FUTURE EVENTS AT THE CORCORAN 


As recommended in the present Corcoran report, November/December 
1973, careful consideration needs to be given to the entire events 
program at the Corcoran. Lectures and events in the day, relevant 
to exhibitions, are always assured of an audience because of the 
students. Evening events are different in that the Members seem 
to show little interest, possibly because of the great amount of 
cultural activity now taking place in the city. A considerable 
amount of effort, time and money is needed to make an evening 
event successful and consideration must be given to whether, with 
so little money and so few staff, such effort is worthwhile at 
this time.
